DISTILLING from Grain was prohibited the .7th April 1800 to the tit September following by Proclamation of the 
Lord Lieutenant and Council the 8th March, grounded on the R.efolutions of the Houfe of Commons., and by an Aft 
of Parliament che 24th March, and was further continued to the id November 1 800 by a fubfequent Aft, which im- 
powered the Lord Lieutenant to extend the Prohibition to any Time not later than the 25th March 1801; accord, 
ingly on the 28th Oftober 1800, a Proclamation was ilfued prohibiting Difriilation from Grain to the 25th March 1801, 
at which Time an Aft was palled in the Imperial Parliament extending the Prohibition to the 25th March 1802, but 
which impowered the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council of Ireland to allow Difriilation any Time after the ill 
Oftober 1801 ; in purfuance of which, Dillillation was allowed on the 1 ft January 1802, by Proclamation, dated the 
■igth Oftober 1801. 



Raw Grain was allowed to be ufed, by the Diilillery Aft of 1800, but which did not come into Operation until the 
ift January 1802, in confequence of the 'Prohibition.

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MALTING was prohibited the 10th March 1800,' to the id September following, by Proclamation of the 
Lord Lieutenant and Council, dated 6th March, grounded on the Refolutions of the Houfe of Commons, which 
was afterwards fanftioned by an Aft of Parliament, the 24th March, and was further continued to the 1 11 November 
1800, by a fubfequent Aft, which empowered the Lord Lieutenant to extend the Prohibition to any Time not 
later than the 25th March 1801 ; accordingly on the 30th December 1800, a Proclamation was iffued, prohibiting 
the further making of Malt from the 8th January 18.01 to the 25th March following, at which Time the Prohi- 
bition was further extended, by an Aft of the Imperial Parliament, to the 25th March 1802 ; but which ini- 
powered- the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council of Ireland, to difcontinue the Prohibition any Time after the 1 ft 
Oftober 1801 ; in purfuance of which the Prohibition was difcontinued on the 19th Oftober, by Proclamation 
of that Date.
